in China instend of lying on the table of 
the House, until they are naeless, might 
bo entertnined at tho Fureign Otlive. 
There ix, also, much to recommend the 
suggestion of Mr, Howell, that nbstracta 
of these reports should be published and 
sold nt n chenp price. 

‘Tho feeling of the House on tho 
general subject was, we should think, 
expressed in the words of Mr, Suthers 
Innd, Tb was unanimously felt Unt 
tho Foreign Office should be impressed 
wilh the necessity of taking some steps 
in the matter. Speaking from his own 
experience in Chinn, ho said there were 
Consuls and Consuls, and that somo of 
thew, ho ndded, unnceossmily, could 
well uphold the honour of British com~ 
meree, ‘That ix all very well; but what 
is wautod from the Consuls ix vigilnnce 
in protecting British treaty righty nt 
their ports, aud keeping their oountsy- 
men well informed in all tunatters of 
trade and helping them with Chi 
officials, when they can do tu without de- 
rogation of their ufice, Mr, Suthorland 
ed the Guvermuont to impress on the 
Chineso the necessity of improving the 
cunditidn of the harbour of Shanghai; 
and notwithstanding what we were 
recently authorized tony wboutdredging 
being suon beguu on the Bar, we we 
inclined to Uhink that some distingtion 
remains to be won by the Minister at 
Peking who shall effectually move 
the Chinese Government to order 
the removal of this obstacle to the 
navigation of the river, By this wil 
mereantileships which trade with Shang. 
hui would be benefitted; and we may 
here remark" that the eurlier publica 
tion of better Trade Reports would be 
of grent service to merchants of every 
uationalily, Even if it were possible, we 
should not desire to keep the infurma- 
tion acquired by our Consuls forownsolo 
use, any wore than we should desire to 
have Americans, Germans, or Freuchex= 
cluded from the advantages whieb our 
Colonies offer to euterprizing men. 
A free fight and no favour is the 
motto ander which English merohauta 
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have fought their commercial battles 
and we believe atill desire to do so. 
Not to put it on any higher ground, 
thig has paid us better than any other 
policy would have done, Iu the Bust, 
Singapore, our freo port, has eaten up 
Rhio, Malacca, aud Achiv, and Hong- 
kong las reduced Canton to commercial 
insignificance, 

The Under-Secretary stated that the

‘Tuts biography of the most popular poet of 
tlie centwy is likely to fiud thousands of 
readore, Greater posts than Longfellow this 
century hae produced, and some of them 
still aurvive ; in fuct, it has been questioned
